St. Charles, just five weeks prior 
to his death in Alton, is a fact not 
generally known to Missourians. 
The story of the 
St. 
Charles 
mobbing is graphically 
recorded 
by Lovejoy in a 
letter 
to 
his 
brother, Leavitt, written from Al­ 
ton on October 3, 1837, two days 
after the 
harrowing 
experience 
which was occasioned by his at­ 
tempting to preach in St. Charles. 
On the previous Sunday, Octo­ 
ber 1, according to Lovejoy’s ac­ 
count, he had preached 
in 
the 
morning and at 
night 
for 
the 
Reverend 
Mr. 
Campbell, 
the 
Presbyterian 
minister 
in 
St. 
Charles. 
After the evening serv­ 
ices were over and while he w*as 
still in 
the 
church 
with 
Mr. 
Campbell 
and 
Mr. 
Campbell’s 
brother-in-law, 
Mr. 
Copes, 
a 
young man entered 
the 
church 
and slipped into his hand the fol­ 
lowing note: “Mr. 
Lovejoy: 
Be 
watchful as you come from 
the 
church tonight. A Friend”. 
Lovejoy, who was little 
dis­ 
turbed by the 
incident, 
refused 
the invitation of Mr. Campbell to 
go home with him for the night 
and proceeded instead to the St. 
Charles rcsidnece of his 
mother- 
in-law, where he and his 
young 
wife were staying with the 
lat- 
ter’s mother. 
Mr. Campbell, 
no 
doubt disturbed 
by 
the 
note, 
went into the house with him. 
About ten o’clock 
while 
the 
two were talking, a knock 
was 
heard at the 
door 
below 
and 
shortly afterward two men burst 
into the room, demanded Lovejoy, 
and started dragging him 
down 
the steps. 
Due to the 
energetic 
interference 
of 
Mrs. 
Lovejoy, 
however, who was assisted by her 
mother and sister the 
intruders 
after much resistance, were eject­ 
ed from the room. 
“As soon as they were 
gone.” 
writes Lovejoy, “Mrs. 
Lovejoy’s 
powers of endurance 
failed 
her 
and she fainted . . . So soon 
as 
she recovered . . . she relapsed in­ 
to . . . moaning and shrieking and 
calling my name . . . To add to the 
perplexities of the moment, I had 
our sick child in my arms, taken 
from the floor where it had been 
left . . . in the first onset of the 
mob . . 
In this condition, the room was 
again reentered when 
Mr. Wil­ 
liam M. Campbell, a 
southerner 
and 
slaveholder, 
came 
to 
the 
timely assistance of Lovejoy and 
saved him from being 
dragged 
down the steps. 
The mob, armed with 
pistols 
and dirks, remained in front of 
the house. 
“The yard” (to quote 
Lovejoy) “was full 
of 
drunken 
wretches, uttering the most awful 
and soul-killing oats and impre­ 
cations, and swearing they would 
have me at all hazards. 
I could 
hear the epithets, 
‘The 
infernal 
scoundrel, the d—d amalgamating 
Abolitionist, we’ll have his heart 
out yet . . 
” 
On the advice of friends, a note 
was sent by Lovejoy to the mob 
stating that he intended 
taking 
the stage out of St. Charles, “at 
least 
by 
nine 
o’clock.” 
Once 
again the mob 
dispersed 
to 
a 
nearby grog shop after which it 
returned to the house with “aug­ 
mented fury and violence.” 
Lovejoy, in the interim, was ad­ 
vised by his friends to leave but 
resolutely declined until continu­ 
ed entreaties, especially those of 
his wife, caused him to give in. 
“It was about midnight,” 
writes 
Lovejoy. “Through the good hand 
of God' upon me, I got away un­ 
perceived.” After walking 
about 
a mile to the residence of Major 
Sibley where he obtained a horse, 
he continued on to the residence 
of a friend, Mr. S.

WARNS AGAINST BUYING 
EUROPEAN CLOVER SEED 


With the high price and short­ 
age of domestic red clover seed 
causing the importation of 
con­ 
siderable quantities of red clover 
from European countries, farm ers 
áre warned against the 
use 
of 
such seed by Leslie B. Broom, the 
New M adrid county 
agent. 
The 
inferiority of the European seed 
has been shown by experim ental 
tests with foreign and 
domestic 
red at the Missouri experim ental 
station. 
On these tests the total average 
yield of cured hay of the foreign 
Strains was approxim ately a ton 
less per acre than the yield from 
the domestic strains. 
Many of the plants from for­ 
eign seed 
made 
little 
or 
no 
growth after the first cutting, and 
many of them w inter killed bad­ 
ly. 
While there is a great differ­ 
ence in the adaptation and 
per­ 
form ance of the foreign 
strains, 
non<j of them is entirely satis­ 
factory and the use of any 
im­ 
ported red clover seed should be 
discouraged. 
This does not apply 
to Canadian grown 
seed, 
how­ 
ever, 
which 
has 
been 
found 
adapted to use in this region. 
Although the price 
may 
be 
rath er high and seed hard to get, 
every farm er should 
use 
seed 
grow n in the United 
States 
or 
Canada. 
If unable to obtain seed 
from these sources then it is ad­ 
visable to use some other crop for 
this year and delay the red clov­ 
er seeding.

the invitation of Mr. C am pbell to 
go hom e with him for the night 
and proceeded instead to the St.

has been shown by experim ental 
tests with foreign and

red at the Missouri experim ental 
Station. 
On these tests the total average 
yield of cured hav of the foreign 
Strains was approxim ately a ton 
less per acre than the yield from 
the domestic strains. 
Many of the plants from for­ 
eign seed 
made 
little 
or 
no 
growth after the frrst cutting, and 
m any of them w inter killed bad­ 
ly. 
While there is a great differ­ 
ence in the adaptation and 
per­ 
form ance of the foreign 
strains, 
non** of them is entirely satis­ 
factory and the use of any 
im­ 
ported red clover seed should be 
discouraged. 
This does not apply 
to Canadian grown 
seed,
